People can not exist without 
law, ang on the other hand, law 
has no real existence without 
people - you working with the 
people for the people. Let’s just 
not help law to exist but to make 
it live - live in the hearts of men 
as a weapon to wipe out the idea 
list attitude that law is just physi- 
cal strength. Law in a sense is 
the complete cooperation of all 
the people for the human good of 
all mankind. 

Let’s make this minority a com- 
plete majority by showing what 
is just one of the things in our 
makeup - a lawful sense for the 
good of all, not just three, - me 
myself and I. Everyone has it in 
him, we just have to let it exceed 
us a little. Remember always that 
action speaks louder than words.
